Tho city of Nanking is in a‘state of un-" 


recedented excitement.’ About 20 2 from 

ere, there isa village called Ying-hiang, 
and ‘clogs. by.the village temple there is a 
pond which has been dry. ever since the 
oldest inhabitant of the place can remembor, 
But two days ago, it was suddenly found to 
be fall of water, with what appeared to be a 
log of wood floating upon the surface, * This 
was a mysterious event enough ; but it was 
nothing to what followed....The villagers 
tried: to drog the log ashore; but it-resisted 
all their efforta,. Then they. ‘endeavoured to 
chop’ it into, firewood whore it was; when’ 
Jo! the first chip of the hatchet produced a 
stream of blood! Now here wasa miracle 
in broad daylight, and the excitement of 
the bewildered villagers increased a hundred= 
fold, it was destined, however, to tura 
into very serions superstitious awe; for 
upon closer examination the supposed log of 
wood proved to bea gigantic dragon, tity 
fest in length, and evidently of supernatural 
origin. The news of the prodigy spread 
ike wildfire over the country side, and in a 
very little time reached Nanking. To-day 
numbers of poeple have been going on 
horseback to the village to teat the accuracy 
of the story for- themselves ; for the sudden 
appearance of a bleeding wooden dragon in 
a miraculously-filled pond is not an. overy~ 
day. event, and just the ve 
fagoinate a wonder-loving people like the 
Chiness, Tho dragon seems to be having 
what vulgar little boys call a high oldtime 
of it, for it is being entertained with rousical 
performances,. singing, if not’ dancing ; 
though whether the wounds it revived in the 
house of its friends. before its recognition 
have been properly poulticed I have not 
heard. ‘The burning question mow is whe- 
ther the mysterious beast is going to be 
brought in state to Nanking. If so, no 
doubt there will be a'very imposing ceremony, 
and all the. mandarins will turn out to give 
the visitor a reception proper to his exal ted 
origin.
